Last time the for sale sign went up and 
down, over a year ago, there was similar 
speculation and, to the dismay of some 
of the neighbours, it was finally learned 
that a truck terminal was going into the 
site, 


Sophiasburgh Township residents in 
the area turned frantically to the copies 
of the proposed zoning by-law they had 
received some weeks before from 
Township Council, to check on the 
zoning on the site. They found that, 
indeed, a truck terminal could be 
located there and it was too late to make 
objections. 


The truck terminal business didn’t last 
long and the property went up for sale 
again. 


There were rumours of a marina ... 
another trucking terminal. There were 
even rumours of a cement plant activity.

Day Care subsidies available 
will P.E. apply for them?

Picton residents in the area of Washburn and King 
Streets got a foretaste last Saturday of traffic problems 
to come when cars, which had parked on the lot at the 
new Aand P site during the Santa Claus Parade, made 
use of the new exit onto Washburn Street when the 
parade was over. 


Washburn Street (which used to be called Cat's 
Lane) is one-way from Main down to King Street,so 
cars coming out from the A and P Wasburn Streetexit™ 
have to make a sharp left turn from Washburn to King. 


People in the area had been afraid that this was 
what would happen if the exit-entrance shown on the 
original proposals for the site was allowed to be built. 
They raised this question at the Ontario Municipal 
Board hearing about a year ago. 


Everyone in town knows what the traffic is like on 
Main Street and how difficult it is to enter Main Street 
from a cross street or a driveway. Because of the 
difficulty, as they pointed out at the OMB hearing, 
people coming out of the store lot and heading east 
would make use of the Washburn Street exit, turn left 
on to King and head out of town without getting 
snarled up in any Main Street traffic. 


Traffic ‘experts’ at the hearing didn’t agree. They 
had done their traffic flow surveys during a fairly quiet 
time before the tourist trade had started. 


Some suggestions which were taken into 
consideration at the hearing were that the entrance 
on to Washburn be chained at night, that it would 
have a concrete median too narrow to allow a truck 
through or a snow plow bigger than a single. 


The entrance-exit has now been built. It has two 
wide lanes and a median strip which can be driven 
over. 


The amount of traffic from the Washburn Street exit 
on Saturday proved that the protesters at the hearing 
knew what they were talking about. 


There appears to be no help for it now. Graham 
Lodge, Picton’s town clerk, when asked by the 
Scanner about the final agreement concerning the A 
and P site, said there was nothing in the agreement to 
restrict traffic entering or leaving by the Washburn 
outlet...and it certainly looks wide enough for trucks, 
as well as cars. 


Harry Raby, whose house now looks right into the 
exit, instead of the pretty little red cottage which used 
to be across the road, will get the full glare of lights 
from evening-hour shopping. 


Canada Cement at one time had taken 
options on a lot of Greenpoint property, 
previous to locating at Bath. 


This rumour was strengthened when 
it was learned that the new owner is 
Bruce Price of the Glenora Road, who 
works at Lake Ontario Cement. 


It has absolutely nothing to do with 
Lake Ontario Cement,’ said Mr. Price. ‘I 
purchased it myself.’ 


What plans does he have for the 
property? 


‘There are a lot of possibilities,’ he 
said. 


To date, he has leased part of the 
property to a new laminating and 
printing business, which is already being 
formed. ‘They are moving machinery in 
now, and should be operating a few 
short months,’ he said. 


The neighbours should be happy with 
this,’ said Bob Williams, one of the 
sponsors of a petition to stop the truck 
terminal from locating there. ‘I’m 
pleased it’s not a truck terminal. It 
sounds good and may bring some jobs.’ 


Does Prince Edward County need 
subsidized Day Care Services? 


Suppose you were a mother with one 
small child, who had to work to support 
that child and you were lucky enough to 
find a job in ‘job-poor’ Prince Edward 
County, at the minimum wage of about 
$3 an hour. That's about $120 a week ... 
less deductions ... for a 40-hour week. 


Could you affort to pay out $30a week 
for day care? 


You'd have less than $90 a week left to 
get by on. Maybe you’d be better off on 
welfare ... and that would cost the 
county a lot more than a bit of subsidy to 
help out with your day care costs, 
especially when Ontario has a 
mechanism set up to allow a 
municipality to get back 80% of the 
amount the municipality pays to 
subsidize day care centre costs. 


That's the financial point of view. 
There’s a humanitarian aspect too. 


In a recent speech on ‘The Myths of 
Social Policy,’ the Federal Minister of 
Health and Welfare, Monique Begin, 
pointed out that there has been a swing 
to the right in the politics of most 
Western democracies ... but there is a 
danger in this current swing of the 


political pendulum ... we may overlook 
the needs of millions of Canadians who 
are far less fortunate than we are. 


‘Nearly 600,000 families in Canada are 
poor, in spite of the fact that they do 
work ... many of them very hard indeed,” 
she said. ‘And there are nearly 2 million 
children living in families with incomes 
that are inadequate for their needs.” 


Prince Edward County's new council 
is going to be in a position to make a 
decision which could help some of the 
poorer working parents in the County 
by making subsidized day care available. 


The Prince Edward Day Care Centre, 
which operates in the St. Mary 
Magdalene Parish Hall in Picton, was 
opened almost a year ago, with the 
assistance of a Canada Works Program 
grant. This grant will run out at the end 
of January. 


The organization, which became 
incorporated on November 3, 
approached County Council with an 
application giving three suggestions: (1) 
subsidy of fees (2) takeover of the Day 
Care Centre by the county, or (3) a 
take over and a subsidy of fees.

it’s that time of year again when the 
first ice is forming on the Quinte waters 
and people anxious to get outon the ice 
are testing it, around the shores, to see 
how thick it is. That can be pretty 
foolhardy too early in the season. 


The Red Cross has some common 
sense warnings about winter water and 
ice safety. 


It's wise to stay away from newly- 
formed ice until it’s at least 10 cm thick. 
Early in the season, it may be worn thin 
by currents. 


Check ice thickness by cutting a hole. 
Ice around such objects as jetties, 
wharves, logs or rocks is seldom reliable. 
Heat transfer from sun-warmed surfaces 
makes it weak and treacherous. 


When walking across ice, carry a long 
pole held horizontally. If the ice breaks, 
the pole will catch on the edges of the 
ice and hold you up. 


When attempting a rescue, don’t try 
to save someone by getting into the 
water. Hypothermia sets in quickly at 
winter lake temperatures. Use a long 
pole, a ladder, a hockey stick, to reach 
out to the victim. 


Prepare properly for all excursions 
with suitable clothing and a personal 
survival kit. Be sure to tell someone 
where you're heading and when you 
expect to return.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


Secondary school teachers in Hastings 
have won a 6 per cent wage hike, 
bringing the average salary to $21,124. 
Salary minimum for teachers is $13,600, 
maximum is $27,700. 


In Lennox and Addington, secondary 
school teachers have agreed to salary 
increases averaging five per cent on a 
one-year contract. Salaries now range 
from $12,670 for a first-year teacher in 
the lowest qualification category, up to 
$27,330 for a teacher with 11 or more 
years’ experience in the highest of four 
qualification categories. 


In Prince Edward County no 
agreement has been reached yet. A FAct 
Finder, G.H.McKechnie, has given the 
board two reports, setting out in detail 
the items in dispute between the board 
and the teachers and also the items 
already agreed to. 


In his report, the fact finder said that 
all matters in dispute involve monetary 
benefits in one form or another ... and 
said that in his opinion the measures 
offered by the board were very severe, 
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but on the other hand ... the teachers 
present a package and ... the over-all 
package becomes much too grandiose. 


$5 MILLION IN LOST PREMIUMS 


During the fiscal year 1977-78, the 
Ontario Health Insurance Plan received 
27,929 applications from unemployed 
people for temporary help in paying 
OHIP premiums. It cost the Ontario 
Government over $5 million to ensure 
that health insurance coverage for the 
unemployed and their families was not 
discontinued.

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Changes in income tax regulations 
are being mailed out to farmers 


Farmers who file their 1978 income tax 
will want to watch for changes in farm 
income tax rules announced in the April 
10, 1978 federal budget. 


Details of the changes are found in 
the 1978 Farmer's and Fisherman’s Tax 
Guide, which is being mailed to farmers 
this month. Copies are also available 
from district taxation offices. 


The key change announced in the 
April budget involves the so-called 
‘rollover’ provision for incorporated 
farms and partnerships. 


The rules permitting the tax to be 
deffered on a transfer of farm property 
by a farmer to his children have been 
expanded to include transfers of a share 
in the family farm corporation or an 
interest in a family farm partnership. The 
rollover provisions now also apply to 
transfers of agricultural quotas. 


A relatively new program which some 
farmers may have taken advantage of 
during 1978 is the employment tax 
credit. This program allows for tax 
concessions ranging from $1.50 to $2.00 
per hour, depending on region, for 
certain types of hired labout. Details of 
this program are available from offices 
of Canada Employment and 
Immigration. 


Another incentive program which 
farmers should be aware of is the 
investment tax credit. Farmers and other 
businessmen can deduct from five to 10 
per cent of most new investments in

machinery and buildings trom their 
federal taxes. Like the employment tax 
credit, the deductible rates vary by 
economic regions. (Revenut Canada 
Information Circular 78-4 outlines these 
regions.) 


Prior to March 31, 1977, the 
investment tax credit was five per cent, 
regardless of region. 


The investment tax credit applies to 
certain new buildings, machinery or 
equipment, if they are purchased 
between June 23, 1975 and July 1, 1980. 
Eligible investments have been 
extended to cover current or capital 
expenditures on scientific research after 
March 31, 1977. 


There is no tax credit for used farm 
machinery, tile drainage or the cost of 
acquiring quotas. 

Farmers can get more information on 


the investment tax credit from Revenue 
Canada’s Interpretation Bulletin IT-33I.

Some tips on buying a Christmas tree 


7 Shipments of Ontario-grown 
Christmas trees to urban centers have 
already begun, and it won't be long 
before they are on sale at corner lots. 


When purchasing a Christmas tree, an 
important consideration is the length of 
time you plan to keep the tree indoors, 
says Burke McNeill, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food extension 
horticulturist, 


‘A Scotch pine is ideal if you plan to 
keep the tree for a long time,’ he says. 
‘The needle drop is minimal, and it can 
be kept indoors safely for about three 
weeks.’ 


Although spruce and fir are also 
popular, they don’t last as long indoors. 


‘These trees tend to dry out more 
quickly, and the needle drop is heavy,’ 
says Mr. McNeill. 


Christmas trees can become fire 
hazards indoors if they are allowed to 
dry out. Mr McNeill suggests setting the 
base of the tree in water to maintain 
moisture.

If you are planning to cut your own 
tree this year, don't make the common 
mistake of decorating it before it has a 
chance to warm up. 


‘A tree taken indoors from the cold 
has very brittle needles,’ explains Mr. 
McNeill. ‘If the needles are disturbed 
while the tree is cold, they will fall off.’ 


Most of Ontario's Christmas trees are 
grown in northern Ontario. Christmas 
trees take about six to ten years to reach 
the popular two-metre height.

teacher part-time, a part-time cook and 
substitutes who can fill in.” 


The centre provides day care for 
children of working parents at a cost of 
$6 a day per child, with an additional $3a 
day for a second child from the same 
family. Mrs. Vince indicated rates might 
have to go up when the grant runs out. 


PROVINCIAL HELP 


‘There is very little amount available 
for capital development of day nurseries 
... acquiring property, etc.,’ said Gerry 
Dooda of the Ontario Ministry of 
Community and Social Services in 
Belleville. ‘But there is a mechanism to 
provide assistance.’ 


Since the Prince Edward Day Care 
Centre is already housed, there would 
be no capital development required at 
this time. 


‘A municipality can operate a day care 
centre or purchase the service for a 
subsidized client,’ Mr. Dooda said. ‘Say 
the weekly cost is $40 and the family can 
provide $20 of it (there is a means test), 
the municipality could provide the 
other $20 a week and get an 80% subsidy 
from the Provincial Government.’ 


‘It needs prior approval for a 
municipality to engage in this. The 
municipality could approach the 
Provincial Government for approval.’ 


Another suggstion he made was thata 
charitable organization, approved 
under the Day Nurseries Act, or a non- 
profit, incorporated organization listed 
under the act could also approach the 
Provincial Government for subsidy 
approval. 


‘| didn’t know about that,’ said Jewel 
Vince. 


Mr. Dooda also pointed out that 
when a municipality has Day Care 
Centre which is getting subsidy, there 
can be an extension of the day care 
centre in a private home day care 
situation. 


Belleville does have a municipal Day

Low flying formations of CC130 
Hercules aircraft have beenacom mon 
sight in the skies over Eastern Ontario 
recently. These heavy transport aircraft 
of the Canadian Armed Forces are 
employed in massive air drop exercises 
from the Trenton air base. The exercises, 
callled TALEX (for Tactical Airlift 
Exercise), occur about six times each 
year at Trenton. Previously held in 
Alberta, they were moved east last year 
in conjunction with the move of the 
Special Service Force now based at 
Petawawa 


Six Hercules aircraft and crews from 
435 ‘Chinthe’ Squadron of Edmonton 
and 436 ‘Canucks Unlimited’ Squadron 
of Trenton practise procedures in about 


48 sorties over a five-day period. More — 


than 200 men are engaged in the 
exercises which are designed to 
maintain the Canadian Forces’ 
proficiency in the air drop role in 
support of the Special Service Free and 
in keeping with Canada’s commi:ment 
to NATO to maintain a highly mobile 
integral unit to support the Northern 
Flank of NATO in Norway should the 
need arise 


Co-ordination is the keyword in this 
type of operation. Preparation of 
parachutes, each designed for a 
different task, is the job of the Tactical 
Air Movements Unit who fit the proper 
‘chute to each load, whether it be an 
8,000 pound truck or a trooper in full 
combat gear. The various loads are 
prepared on special pallets which fit 
exactly into the cavernous dimensions 
of the Hercules cargo compartments, 
where they are tied down by special 
teams of the Mobile Air Movements 
Units. 


The aircrews, all specially trained for 
this exacting job, then fly in loose 
formations over preplanned routes at 
low altitudes that affords them 
maximum protection from detection. 
The most common routes are contained 
in the triangle formed by highway 11 in 
the west, highway 17 to the north and 
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is the keyword 
in low-flying aircraft formations 


highway 401 to the south. This is 
basically the CFB Trenton authorized 
low flying area. Special effort is made in 
route selection to avoid populous areas, 
small airports and farms that specialize 
in animal husbandry. The actual drops 
themselves usually take place at 
Mountain View airport in Prince Edward 
County or at Camp Borden near Barrie. 
In future some drops will be made at 
Petawa. Special ‘Notices to Airmen’ are 
published well in advance of the 
exercise and every caution is taken on 
board the aircraft through radar and 
electronic systems to avoid private 
planes who are usually operating well 
above the Hercules formations. 

So, if you happen to see these giant 
aircraft lumbering along in exact 
formation, take pride in the fact that the 
Canadian Armed Forces are busy 
maintaining their high standard of 
excellence that has gained them world- 
wide recognition.

Lower dollar value 
may help exports 
for local company 


Here's a first for Deseronto that a lot 
of people may not know about ... the 
Canada Optical Plant was the first 
factory on the North American 
continent to make frames for glasses the 
way they are made in France. 


‘My grandfather, Percy Hermant, 
started Imperial Optical in 1900,’ said 
John Hermant, who handles the 
marketing of the frames made here. 


‘By 1964, he had a business across the 
country and figured that by getting into 
frame making he could provide his own 
frames.’ 


So he took over the plant here that 
had been started by a fellow called 
Rickwood.’ 


Rickwood had bought the old 
creamery and a hangar building from 
Trenton was added on toit. It’s the long, 
narrow part of the present plant. 


When the Hermants bought the plant, 
they went to France and Italy to learn 
how to make frames. ‘My father, 
Sydney, got into it,’ John said, ‘and Neil 
Epp really got us going.’ 


Plastic is something everyone is 
familiar with nowadays but the first 
plastics were nitrate plastics and were 
highly explosive ... they would burstinto 
flames if they got near a candle. 
Working with them was done in solid 
concrete buildings, single storey, like a 
‘bunch of bunkers’ If one blew up, it 
didn’t take all the buildings with it. 


‘We use acetate plastics now,’ Mr. 
Hermant said. ‘It’s much better to work 
with.” 

The company provides work for 40 
people, and ‘It’s not running at capacity 
yet,’ he said. ‘One of our objectives this 
year is to export more.” 


They supply all the frames for Imperial 
Optical and most of the wholesale firms 
in Canada. And they sell to England, the 
Jnited States, West Indies, Holland and

day of 1978, more than 260,000 letters 
will have been answered. 


That’s an average of about 1,000 for 
each working day. 


The daily selection of letters received 
covers a large variety of topics. It may 
include requests for information on 
killer bees, fruit varieties, farm labour, 
smoking meat, land use, animal care, 
crop varieties, grants, incsect control 
and aquaculture. 

The branch receives mail from almost 
every country in the world but the bulk 
of it comes from Canada and the United 
States. 


Out of this large volume of mail the 
occasional letter raises eyeb rows and 
may even produce a laugh or two. 


Among the unusual letters and 
requests received this year were the 
following: 


A professor in Argentina wrote for 
information on dentures for cows -- a 
problem rarely encountered in Canada. 


One foreign student wanted ‘lovely 
books and photos’ but he neglected to 
say of what. 


A couple in Virginia wrote to say they 
had heard that parts of Canada were 
either being given away or sold cheaply 
to people who wanted to farm or settle 
in an drea known as ‘Pickle Crow’. 


Another letter from the U.S. brought 
a smile when the writer asked for 
publication K1A 0C7, which is the 
information services’ postal code. 


However, not all unusual 
correspondence comes from foreign 
sources. 


An Ontario woman asked the 
department to send her some crocus 
bulbs at $1.50 and not $1.75. She also 
requested other assorted flowers and 
closed with the fact that she needed 100 
pounds of peat moss at $5.00 and this 
stipulation -- ‘Please see that I get them 


a Il, at such a terrible price -- but no 
more.” 


The reply was a polite explanation 
that Agriculture Canada is not in the 
business of selling peat moss or flowers. 


But not all of the mail is in this lighter 
vein. 


An embassy in Washington, D.C., 
wanted details about a peat-bog tractor 
developed at the Engineering an 
Statistical Research Institute in Ottawa. 
The tractor was designed to be built at 
local level machine shops. The plans and 
specifications were sent. 


_ A woman in B.C. who wanted 
information on ginseng cultivation was 
sent a fact sheet and the address of a 
dealer who was known to have seeds or 
plants. 


Another writer in Ontario was 
supplied with information on growing 
chicory and was also told there is none 
grown commercially in Canada.

Mr. Marchand said that the 1978 
agreement is more wide-reaching than 
that of 1972.

This ecosystem approach 
includes an emphasis on the impact of 
pollutants on human health 


The International Joint Commission 
will continue to play an indispensable 
role in this effort, Mr. Marchand said. In 
this respect, the 1978 agreement 
reaffirms the importance of the work of 
the IJC and, more precisely, specifies 
the terms of reference of the joint 
institutions established to assist the 
commission in’ performing functions 
related to the accord.

Winter increases electrical demands 


The arrival of winter increases 
demands on the household electrical 
service panel. There are a number of 
steps which householders can take to 
reduce the chance of service panel 
failures and fires 


Service panel fuses must be the 
correct rating. Only 15° ampere fuses 
should be used in fuse positions for wall 
outlets 


Fuses must also be the correct type. 
Only CSA certified type ‘D’ fuses should 
be used for electric clothes dryers, water 
heaters, furnace fan circuits and circuits 
supplying portable space eaters. 


When a fuse blows, move the main 
service switch to ‘off’ before changing 
the fuse. Don’t replace a fuse with one 
having a higher rating. If fuses blow 
repeatedly, check the number of 
appliances on the circuit. It may be 
necessary to redistribute the appliances 
on other circuits, or add new circuits. 


Screw-in (plug) fuses may blow if 
they're loose. They should be tightly 
installed and checked periodically. 


Circuit breakers should be operated 
once a year, by moving the breaker

Two referendums were held during 
1978, concerning a conditional and 
qualified surrender of approximatley 
124 acres of Tyendinaga Reserv« 
property. The surrender of the 124

{in Shannofville). 

The first referendum in October 
resulted in 163 in favour and 124 against. 
Twelve ballots were spoiled. There were 
554 registered voters, only 299 of whom 
cast their votes, To carry on the first 
vote, 277 in favour would have been 


necessary.

Christmas plants need pampering 


Azaleas, poinsettias, cyclamens, 
chrysanthemums -- these colorful 
blooming plants are popular gifts of 
friendship at Christmas time. 


Unfortunately many of these plants 
have a short life span because of 
improper care by their new owners. A 
few simple precautions and attention to 
the needs of gift plants can reward the 
owner with a touch of colour for many 
months, or even years. 


Most plants sold at Christmas are in 
full bloom. They have been grown in the 
controlled environment of a 
greenhouse to produce an eye- 
appealing product. 


However, the plant must soon adjust 
to the drier and warmer conditions of 
the averae home. The owner can ease 
this transition by remembering that 
most gift plants require bright but cool 
conditions. Generally, the temperature 
should be between 18 and 21 degrees C 


Linda Hink, an Agriculture Canada 
horticulturist in Ottawa, says one 
mistake many people make is to give 
their plants too much water. Most plants 
should be kept moist but not wet and 
watered only when the soil is dry. 


“Normally, tap water is too cold. It 
should be left overnight to reach room 
temperature. At the same time, chlorine 
and other chemicals used to treat water 
will evaporate, making the water much 
safer for plant use,” she says. 


Azaleas require constantly moist, but 
not wet, soil conditions as well as a 
bright but cool location 


@ 


The Christmas pepper requires moist 
soil and a daily misting to keep the 
leaves damp. It also likes a location ina 
bright sunny window. 


Cyclamen is another plant that 
requires moist soil, bright light and cool 
temperatures between 15 and 18 
degrees C. Neither the foliage nor the 
crown should be watered, however, in 
order to prevent crown rot. This is a 
difficult plant to grow in the house as 
the average home temperature is too 
high. 

One gift plant, the poinsettia, has 
become a symbol of Christmas. Its 
scarlet colour provides a vivid contrast 
with the traditional evergreen tree. 

‘Poinsettias should be kept in a bright 
sunny window but close to the glass to 
keep them cool. They should be free 


from drafts of hot or cold air from the 
heating system,’ Miss Hink says.

In Sophiasburgh, there have been 
three house fires in the last mo nth...all 
practically total losses. A mobile trailer 
was a complete write-off and two other 
homes ended up with just the roof anda 
wall. 


‘We're right at a stage now where 
stoves have been gong for some weeks 
and everybody who is using a wood 
stove full time should be cleaning stove 
pipes now,’ Chief Pulver advised. ‘Most 
fires we go to, the chimneys are right 
full.’ 


Cleaning the main chimney once a 
year should be all right, he thinks, but 
‘Before you start a fire in any old 
chimney, check it,’ he warned. Mortar 
may have fallen down the chimney or it 
might be plugged with a bird's nest. 

He advised a coarse screen over the 
top of the chimney. ‘If it’s too fine, it 
could form an ice sleet and seal itself,’ 
he pointed out. 


‘A few years ago, three people died 
down the road,’ he said. ‘The chimney 
was plugged.’

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pipes and check the chimneys 


that showed children who had died ina 
fire. They looked as if they were 
crawling. When a body burns, the 
muscles tighten and pull the arms and 
legs inward.’ 


. Another hazard he pointed out is that 
people are buying old wood-burning 
stoves which may not be in a safe 
condition to use. 


If the inside insulation ina cook stove, 
for example, is in bad shape, there’s 
nothing keeping the fire in excepta thin 
wall. ‘It could break through and dump 
the fire on the floor,’ he explained. 


Wood that has not had time to dry out 
is causing chimney pro blems too. 


‘We used to have good hard, dry 
wood, a year ahead,’ he said. ‘Dry wood 
is not as likely to clog up a chimney. But 
people are going out now, getting their 
own wood, and using it right away.’ 


The Chief recommended smoke 
detectors....he’s got one right over his 
bed. But they should be battery...not 
electrically...operated, in case the fuse 
box is affected by the fire and the alarm 
wouldn’t go off. 


‘We get fires caused by people by- 
passing the protec tion of the fuses by 
using coins or pieces of metal. If you stay 
with the I5-amp fuses, you shouldn't 
have any trouble.” 


And there’s not much use of having a 
smoke detector, he pointed out, unless 
yoiu have planned an escape route for 
everybody in the house...an alternative 
exit from each room over a roof, out a 
window or down a rope, and a 
prearranged place to meet once the 
family is out 


‘The first thing we do at a fire is to 
check that everyone is out,’ Chief Pulver 
said 


Chief Pulv er shudders when he hears 
the alarm at night. ‘When it’s cold out, 
it’s a battle from start to finish...at three 
or four in the morning, when it's zero 
and there’s a cold wind blowing, 
fighting a fire is no easy job.’ 


He has high praise for his 23-man 
department, and for the Township 
Council. 


‘Council's been good,’ he said. ‘They 
realize fire protection is one of the main 
things to be looked after.” 


The volunteer ifremen put a lot of 
time in, practicing. In the winter, they 
meet the third Monday of every month 
for training and, in the summer, they 
break into three crews and practice 
every Monday night 


‘The training has really paid off,’ Chief 
Pulver said. ‘I notice at fires now we 
have real teamwork. They're areal good 
bunch of fellows. One of them 
collapsed on a root, overcome by smoke 
and, when he was rescued, he wanted to 
go right back to work.’ 


Water can be a problem fighting fires 
in the country. Sophiasburgh has a 
pumper, a_ tanker, two. portable 
pumps...‘We're all set up that way,’ he 
said. 


And Sophiasburgh also has a good 
supply of water. Lake Ontario Cement 
gives them 24-hour access to fill up the 
tankers. 


‘It would take about 2,300 gallons with 
the two pieces of equipment,’ he said 
“We can sometimes till up trom the bay 
or from quarries, when there isn’t too 
much ice. But in the winter, we 
generally go to the cement plant. It’s 
always always plowed out and a hydrant 
available.’ 


Sophiasburgh is also a member of the 
Mutual Aid group. which is made up of 
21 fire departments, fom Madoc on the 
north, to Deseronto on the east, and to 
Trenton on the west. Fred Hoskins, 
Belleville Chief, is the co-ordinator, and 
members can call on the other fire 
departments for help, if needed.

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intention of ever owning your own 
home, you can still obtain a tax 
benefit...wow! 


If you decide you don’t want to buy a 
house with it, watch out...the income 
tax man may get you when the savings 
plan ends (there’s a time limit of 20 
years), and the full amount is taxable 
income when received. 


But Mr. Kaplan and the Investment 
Funds Institute have an out on that one 
too...the RHOSP can be switched into 
an Income Averaging Annuity Contract 
to spread the tax load over future years. 
‘That’s the route to be followed by 
people who don’t buy a house,’ Mr. 
Kaplan advises. 


Steven Kelman, investment editor of 
the Financial Times of Canada, recently 
did some of the arithmetic that 
illustrates the immediate saving if you 
buy a RHOSP by January 2. Suppose you 
are in the $15,000 a year income tax 
bracket (taxable income of that 
amount). If you set aside the maximum 
$1,000 into an RHOSP, you'll receive a 
rebate of $350 when you file yur 1978 
personal tax return. If husband and wife 
both work, they can each put $1,000 into 
such a plan and if both. were in the 
$25,000 taxable income bracket, their 
combined refund would be some 
$900...enough for a vacation down 
south, editor Kelman suggests. 


And that’s not all...at the same time 
you'll be earning income on the $1,000. 
The Canadian financial industry that set 
up and administers these plans 
was recently paying interest on 
the savings rates up to 9 per cent. If 
you set aside $1,000 a year on which you 
are paid 8%, in five years you'll have 
$6,335..all escaping the bite of the tax 
collector. 


1 don’t know about the rest of you, but 
personally it makes me nauseous that 
an association, representing the big 
financial institutions would have such 
bad taste as to use Christmas giving fora 
purchasing come-on with the added 
little incentive of beating out the 
income tax man. And their callousness 
in throwing up at us in this time of 
depression, unemployment and 
hardship for so many people, the fact 
that there are in Canada families where 
each spouse is making $25,000 a year. 
The last straw is the suggestion that the 
money saved might be enough for a 
winter vacation down south. Don’teven 
spend your savings(which you got at the 
expense of other Canadian taxpayers) at 
home where they might go a small way 
to helping the Canadian economy.

And there’s an easy, rough rule-of- 
thumb way to calculate how long after 
drinking before it is safe to drive.

One drink at eight o'clock, don’t 
drive before nine. Two drinks at eight 
o'clock, don’t drive betore ten. ONe 
drink at eight o'clock and one drink at 
nine o'clock, don’t drive before ten. 


So, if you are having friends in for a 
party, close the bar casually an hour 
before guests are expected to start 
leaving 


Have some coffee ready when the bar 
is closed, not because it would sober 
anyone up but because it would hold 
the guests a little longer. 


If a guest does drink too much, 
arrange for someone else to drive him 
home, or call a cab.

MAIN. STREET DESERONTO 
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Fair compensation 
is recommended 


The Canada-Ontario Rideau, Trent- 
Severn Advisory Committee recently 
submitted to the Hon. Hugh Faulkner, 
Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development and to Hon. james Auld, 
Minister of Natural Resources, a report 
on this summer's public review of the 
CORTS Greenpaper. Highlights of the 
report have also been presented at 
meetings with the Members of 
Parliament and the Members of the 
Provincial Legislature from along the 
CORTS waterway 


The committee advised the Ministers 
that the public sees many of the 
propositions as touching on the rights 
of the individual property owner 


There is general concern expressed 
for increasing government encroach- 
ment on these rights. In some cases, 
such as hazard lands and environ- 
mentally sensitive lands, zoning is seen 
as down-zoning and is interpreted as a 
form of expropriation without 
compensation 


‘We advised the Ministers that fair 
compensation is a factor the 
government must consider in 
implementing many of the proposition,’ 
Peter Burchell, Advisory Committee 
Chairman, said 


‘The water management propositions 
were well received with most people 
stating the need for improved controls, 
legislation and education in the boating 
field. There was, however, sub stantial 
opposition by the public to formal boat 
operator licencing.’ 


In addition to reviewing the Green 
paper's 24 propositions, the audiences 
at the summer public meetings put 
forward propositions of their own, 
which were also reported to the 
Ministers. Some were: the use of 
heritage buildings for government 
offices; the need for lake capacity 
studies; a continued and expanded 
septic tank inspection program; and 
new or improved fisheries manage- 
ment.

Snowblowers can be unhealthy too 


Many people buy snow blowers 
because they're concerned about the 
strain of shoveling snow by hand. 
Shoveling taxes yc ur heart and strains 
the small of your back. If you have 
decided to save your heart and back by 
using a powered snow blower, don’t 
become overconfident and cause 
yourself another kind of injury due to 
careless operation. Here are a few easy- 
to-remember safety tips compiled by 
John Deere Limited, to help you keep 
your driveway and walks clear of snow 
and you clear of danger. 


Read the operator's manual before 
you touch the controls. Make sure you 
know how to set up the snow blower 
properly for safe operation. Become 
familiar with each control, 
recommended starting and stopping 
procedures, and the operation of safety 
devices. 


Do not tamper with the snow blower 
by removing safety shields, overriding 
safety clutches, or increasing engine 
speed. Manufacturers are concerned 
about your safety and have designed 
effective devices to help protect you 
from harm. 


Never add fuel while the engine is 
running. Use a safety approved gasoline 
container and keep it high on a shelf 
where children cannot reach it. 


Be sure the areas you will clear are 
free from hidden hazards...toys, tools, 
rocks, sports equipment are invisible 
dangers when buried in deep snow. 
Before it snows, check your driveway 
and walks for anything that could be a 
problem. If you blow snow off the front 
stoop or porch, be sure to take in the 
welcome mat or rug so it doesn’t clog 
the auger. 


Keep children and pets safely away 
when operating the snow blower. Snow 
can be discharged to distances of 18 to 
32 feet or farther, depending upon the 
size of your unit. A machine that 
discharges snow to that distance can 
propel a rock at great velocity. Play it 
safe. Direct the snow discharge away 
from buildings and people. 


Using a snow blower is an adult’s job. 
Don’t turn it over to children. And be 
sure that any adult who uses your snow 
blower is properly instructed in its 
operation. 


Wear relatively close-fitting clothing. 
A loose scarf can be caught in the auger 
blade. Loose straps on coat sleeves, 
loose b elts, and gloves fastened to D- 
rings are all possible dangers. 


Do not operate the snow blower too 
close to a ditch or terrace. Watch for 
holes or curbs that could cause you to 
lose balance and fall. Reduce speed on 
slopes and sharp turns to prevent 
tipping or loss of control. Watch for 
traffic when nearing the st reet. And 
avoid blowing snow on a road or 
highway. 


If the auger becomes clogged, do not 
reach into the auger shel to dislodge ice, 
snow or other objects. This is probably 
the most common cause of snow blower 
injuries. Never put yur hand into the 
auger housing or discharge chute while 
the engine is running. 


Instead, turn off the engine, 
disconnect the spark plug wire, and use 
a tool to pry out the clog. 


Never leave the snow blower running 
while you walk away forarest break ora 
conversation with a neighbour.
